In July, 1812, at Baltimore, a nowa

February 13,1837, a riot was causei 


by the "hard times," and high prioes 
of flour, and flour warehouses wore 
sacked and the flour destroyed in New 
York. 


May 17, 1838,

and other buildings were destroyed b; 
an abolition riot 


December 8,1838, the Pennsylvania 


legislature wua broken up by a mob 
and after Herornl daya of riot the mil 
tia wore ut'Ud out to suppress tin 
mob. 


May G-S, 1811, in a riot between 


native Americana and Irishmen, thitt; 
houiosand throe ohurob.es wore burnei 
fourteen persons killed and forty wonn 
ded. The military were called out to 
suppresa the mob. The riot was re 
newed July 7,1844, when 5,000 troop* 
were called out, and forty to fifty per- 
sons killed before the mob was quell 
ed In Philadelphia. 


The antUrent riots in Albany, (Ran 


selaer, Delaware and Columbia oouo 
ties, this sttate, from 1844 to '47, were 
put down by the slate militia after 
much disturbance. 


The Astor place riot, between thi 


fiienda of Forrest and Macready, took 
place May 10,-1849, when several per- 
sons, among whom were many innocent 
spectators, were killed.

The great anti draft riot in New 


York, July 13-10,1863, was the latest 
outbreak of the mob spirit upon any 
great scale previous to the present de-
